It was these rails, 
which were linked together by fish-plates, 
that caused the loss of life and injury. 


As the rail passed through the smoker it 
glanced along the edge of King’s right shoe, 
tearing off the sole, then striking his knee. 
In its upward and backward flight the rail 
then struck Long with full force on the fore- 
head, crushing his skull Mrs. Bell was not 
seriously injured. ! 

The train was more than an hour behind 
time and was running about forty miles an 
hour when the wreck occurred.

The 
nearest city is Avignon, twenty miles dis- 
tant, while Marseilles and the Mediter-

With the ancient Scottish no- 
bility to draw upon, future Astors would 
have blood enough and to spare, without in- 
venting French ancestors. 


Is an Ancient Family. 

The founder of the family was John Ker 
of the Forest of Selkirk, who in 1357 obtained 
valuable land patents from the Kithg of the

Scotland was Sir Robert Ker, who in 1616 
became Earl of Roxburgh. 
He crossed to England with King James 
when the latter assumed the crown of 
United Kingdom and on the of 
patron became Lord of the’ Privy 
Charles I.

His library 
when sold at auction after his death brought 
more than $100,000. The seventh Duke, 
father of the two young persons whose 
names have been linked with thyse of Mr.

Anne Emily Spencer Churchill, fourth 
daughter of the seventh Duke of Marl- 
borough, and therefore aunt by marriage 
to Consuelo Vanderbilt. 


Still Hope for the Astora. 

Future generations of Astors and Vander- 
bilts may thus become remote cousins 
through the medium of the noble British 
families. 

The present Duke of Roxburgh, who was 
believed to be an admirer of Miss May 
Goelet, before he ‘attracted notice by his 
attentions to Miss Astor, possesses this 
string of names and titles: , 

Sir Henry John Innes Ker, Duke of Rox- 
burgh, Marquis of Bowmon and Cessford, 
Earl of Roxburgh, Har! of Kelso, Viscount 
Broxmouth, Baron Roxburgh and Baron 
Ker of Scotland, Barl Innes in the United 
Kingdom, and a Baronet of Nova Scotia.

| CHICAGO GROWING IN FAVOR AS A CONVENTION CITY. _ 


PASSES AWAY IN SUMMER RESIDENCE 
SURROUNDED BY HER CHILDREN. 
Wuneral to Take Place in Qconomowee 
end Interment Will Be Private at 
Rosehill—Decedent Closely Identi- 
fed with the Early History of Chi- 
eago—Piaces Down-Town Where She 

Resided—Seriously 11) for Months, 
‘but Showed Wonderful Vitality. 


Mrs. P. F. W. Peck, a resident of Chicago 
since 1834, mother of Ferdinand 
Peck, Commissioner General for the United 
States to the Paris Exposition, died yester- 
day at her summer residence at Oconomo- 
woc, aged 88 years.. With her when she died 
were her three sons, Ferdinand W., Walter 
L., and Clarence I. Peck, and their wives. 
The funeral will take place at Oconomowoc. 
The burial will be private, at Rosehill, 
where the body will be taken by special car 
over the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
road, direct from Oconomowoc. 

Mre. Peck had been seriously ill for some 
rmoonths, and for the last three weeks her life 
had been despaired of. She showed remark- 
able vitality, however, and several times 
seemed to be improving. A few days ago, 
however, she suffered a relapse, and from 
that time sank gradually to the end. 


Identified with Chicago’s History. 

Few persons now living were s0 closely 
identified with the early: history of Chicago 
as Mrs. Peck, whose mind was filled in her 
- Jater years with reminiscences of Chicago 
as a frontier village, surrounded with an 
unsettled prairie, over which tribes of In- 
dians had undisputed sway. 

Born in Philadelphia in 1811, she came 
to Chicago in 1834, and the following: year 
_‘was married to Mr. P. F. W. Peck, whom 

she survived. by thirty years. Their first 
residence was at La Salle and Washington 
streets, where the new Stock Exchange 
Building stands, and was the first brick 
dwelling erected in Chicago. From that lo- 
cation the family removed to Clark and 
Jackson streets, occupying the site now cov- 
ered by the Grand Pacific Hotel. This loca- 
tion was then considered to be in the out- 
skirts of the city. There two of her sons 
were born. 

The family next removed to what then 
was known as Terrace row, on the lake 
front, extending from the Auditorium Hotel: 
to the Studebaker Building sites, and in- 
cluding the ground where those structures 
stand. Their residence there was destroyed 
by the fire of 1871, and for a time Mrs. Peck 
lived at Twenty-third street and Wabash 
avenue with one of her sons. The follow- 

year she occupied the house at Twenty- 
t street and Michigan avenue, which 
since then has been her town residence. 


7 Known for Her Charities... 

Coming 49 a young woman to a new. 
country and a growing city, Mrs. Peck, a 
woman of ready sympathies and iarge 
heart, found many ways in which to ex- 
.pend her energies outside the duties of her 
home life. She devoted much attention to. 
charities, and gave largely in their support. 

For the last thirty years, since the death 
of her husband, Mrs. Peck had spent the 
greater portion.of her time at Oconomowoc, . 
but she called Chicago her home, and cher-

Besides the.mere commercial benefit to 
Chicago as the great meeting place of the 
country there are other consderations that 
tend to make the people of the city welcome 
the approach of a convention. Many of the 
gatherings are of educational value, and 
that the advantage derived from the discus- 
sion of various subjects is appreciated is 
proven by the numbers of Chicago people 
who attended the trust conference that has 
just ended or followed its deliberations from 
day to day through the newspapers. 

An estimate made by a hotel proprietor of 
the number of persons who have attended 
conventions in Chicago this year puts the 
figure at 50,000. The number 6f visitors to 
the city for whose presence conventions and 
meetings are responsible will be greatly in- 


creased during the coming convention year, 


and it is estimated that the number will 
reach 200,000. The larger number of these

Said That the Viceroy of India Wi) 
Wear His Hat When Nagi 
Anthem Is Played,

London, Sept. 23.—It is reported from India 
that Lord Curzon has decided, as the 
Queen’s representative, not to remove his 
hat when “ God Save the Queen " is played. 
Probably he is technically right, but his 
action is taken. im bad part by many in 
India. It is remembered that royalty in the 
person of the heir apparent himself and his 
brothers have never failed to pay this tribute 
of respect to the sovereign. 

In a sense the Viceroy, like the Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, is above the members of 
the royal family, but it is one of those polite 
fictions which may be pressed too far.

He 
appeals to Englishmen, saying: 

“Consider whether your motives are 
free from prejudice and self-interest. Let 
it be admitted that the Boers are an in- 
sufferable lot of canting ruffians, who never 
weary of boasting they whipped us at Ma- 
juba and worsted us at Doornkop. 

“Is that good enough to justify the em- 
ployment of the armed strength of the 
weagg empire to massacre them into mod- 
- 

Mr. Stead draws an analogy between the 
Dreyfus affair and the Transvaal trouble. 


Boer Is Like 

“ Dreyfus, like the Boer, belongs to an 
unpopular race. Like the Transvaal, he was 
tried by a tribunal strongly prejudiced 
against him. His conviction was obtained 
by the same unblushing appeals to national 
passion and self-interest which are relied 
upon in our press for hounding this nation 
into war. 

“In Chamberlain we have General. 
Mercier of the situation. at 
Rennes condemned an innocent individual 
to save the honor of the French army. 

“If we go to war with the Transvaal we 
condemn to death a state to save the pres- 
tige of jingoes, who degrade the cause of 
British imperialism to avenge Majuba. 

“The mere statement of the disproportion 
between the antagonists in the threatened 
war should suffice to cover us with shame. 
There are more adult able-bodied paupers 
in receipt of poor law relief in the unions and 
parishes of England than the whole of the 
Boer population of the Transvaal.” 

Policy Formerly Called Fatal. 

Mr. Stead accuses both Chamberiain and 
Milner of pursuing a policy which they have 
previously denounced as fatal to the inter- 
est of south Africa. Dealing with the inter- 
pretation of the word “ suzerain ” he says: 

‘* Surely never would two states stand con- 
fronting each other in arms, ready to drench 
the battlefield with’ human blood, over a 
question of such tenuity that requires the 
training of schoolmen to appreciate its sig- 
nificance.

Extending Electrical Field. 

Dr. Peter Stiens has apparently come from 
St. Petersburg to London to clear up a few 
remaining points on which medical men and 
electricians are in. doubt. Having already 
given assurances that he will make the deaf 
hear and the blind see, he now offers a few 
ideas about wireless telegraphy and teleph- 
ony. He gave en interview yesterday in’ 
reference to Sir William Preece’s new 
method of using the Morse code in connec- 


he said: 

“I have read some account of Preece’s 
wireless telephone experiments, but am not 
working on anything like the same principle. 
I am not working on the Herzian waves at 
all. My principle is that of using only one 
means of conduction—namely: the earth. 
I simply send electricity through the earth | 
from one apparatus to another in sympathy 
with it. No high poles, nor balloons, nor 
anything of the kind are required for my 
system. 

“ My apparatus is small and portable. Of 
course, for obvious reasons, I cannot tell 
just at present about its construction or 
method of use. I contend that by my in- 
vention not only taps, but spoken words and 
the sound of the human voice, can be heard, 
and that at great distances.” 


English View of Syctem. . 
John Gavey, assistant engineer and elec- 
tricilan of the English Postal department, 
gave rather a different idea of what is ex- 
pected of the latest development of elec- 
trical science. “ People seem to have gone 
wild over wireless telegraphy,”’ he said; 
“they think it is going to revolutionize the 
whole telegraphic system of the country. 
So far we have found that the almost in- 
superable bar to, wireless telegraphy is the 
fact that all communications made without 
the use of wires may be caught and made 
use of by any other installation within the 
radius of the operating instrument. At the 
present moment we consider it an invaluable 
invention where the cost of laying wires 
prevents wire systems being adopted.” 


Speaks of Nicaragua Work. 

Admiral Walker of the Nicaragua Canal 
commission was interviewed at the Water- 
loo station today, just before he and the 
other members of his party left by the 
American line express for Southampton. 

On the subject of the canal negotiations 
in Paris with the Panama company, now in 
progress, Admiral Walker said he could 
say nothing, and he feared it would be some 
time before anything definite could be made 
public. He appeared sanguine as to the ul- 
timate success of the project, but could nat 
be. persuaded to enter into details. 

He said: “ You can say we have had a good 
time over here. We have been received 
everywhere with great kindness. We have 
had a good look around, and obtained some 
valuable information, but I cannot say any- 
thing beyond this. We are all well, and 
shall be glad to get back to America.”

Lord 
Greville appeared at the courthouse gates 
accompanied by the Nationalist councilors, 
one of them bearing a flagstaff with the 
Irish fag unfurled. The police assembled in 
strong force and refused entrance to the 
flagbearer, but a crowd collected and rushed 
the gates. 

A violent hand-to-hand confilct took place 
in the courthouse for the possession of the 
flag, in which many persons were injured 
by the policemen’s clubs. The police ulti- 
mately got possession of the then tattered 
tational emblem, but the crowd made a 
desperate charge and carried the police 
force before them down the stairs like an 
avalanche, wrested the flag from them, and 
flew it from a> w, to the accompanying 
enthusiastic c rs by the populace outside.

It got 
away at 11:50 o'clock, as timed by the re- 
porters (11:55 by Erin’s time), and one hour 


'later the tug was coming to anchor with 


Shamrock almost on top of it. In fact at 
Shamrock 


rounded the tug and headed back for Scot- 


land Lightship. It had covered the fifteen 
miles in one hour, eight minutes, and thirty 


seconds, as timed by the reporters. And 
that is to say it had covered the whole leg 


at the remarkable rate of 18.13 knots an 
hour. Those who have seen Columbia most 


frequently think it would not have done 


better under the circumstances. . 


Returning home Shamrock used only stay- 


gail and jib forward for most of the distance, 


although a small jib topsail was used for, 
‘say, twenty-five minutes and it helped it con- 
siderably. 


* As timed by the reporters, it passed the 


lightship at 2:40:20. It made the fifteen 
miles home ir seventy-one minutes and fifty 
seconds, or at a rate of 12.55 knots per hour. 
Considering it was a close reach the speed 
was quite reasonable. The whole course of 
thirty miles was covered in two hours and 
twenty minutes, and twenty seconds. The 
timing on Erin agreed with the figures as 
to the whole course. The average speed for 
thirty miles was just a shade under thirteen 
knots. It was a wonderful performance. 
There is nothing in the figures given here 
to prove Columbia would have been beaten 
over the course by Shamrock yesterday. 
In fact, Columbia reached thirty-eight miles 
from Newport to Cottage in three hours, 
while it had its old wood mast in. There 
was a nasty sea until the sound was reached, 
and tn the sound the tide was heavy against 
it. It was much slower then than now all 
around. But im today’s reach south, as it 
seemed, Shamrock was not raced at its best, 
although some think it was driven for all it 


was worth. 


Taking the wind as it came from start to | 


finish it averaged not far from fifteen knots, 
although it was a dropping wind coming 
home, as it had been a growing one going 
out. 

Having reached the lightship, Shamrock 
took a couple of turns to and fro. The wind 
canted to southward a bit and then held 
fairly steady at about ten knots, so, as it 
was early, Mr. Fife started to beat out to 
the Sandy Hook lightship. It was quite 
pleasing to the patriots to watch it there- 
after, for their tug easily kept up with it 
by jogging along under one bell. 

The tug kept directly astern of Shamrock 
for some time, and, curiously enough, an ex- 
pert, who saw Shamrock from such a 
varitage point for the first time, at once 
observed that it seemed to be doing material- 
ly better on the starboard tack than on the 
port, the peculiarity mentioned several days 
ago. Shamrock seemed to foot faster and 
work to windward on the starboard tack 
am bag lose speed and sag to leeward on the 


On arriving south of Sandy Hook light- 
ship Shamrock squared away for home with 
spinnaker and jib only, besides mainsail 
and club topsail. With the breeze at nine 
knots it was able to drift no more than six 
and three-quarter knots, as carefully logged. 
To judge by Shamrock’s doings today, a fit- 
teen-knot on the triangular course 
will make an international race to givo 
nervous salts heart failure.

OOTBALL during the season of 1899 
will be characterized by the first 
general test of strength between rep- 
resentative teams of the East and 
West. In 18% Michigan plafed Harvard 
almost to a standstill, being defeated 
4 to 0, and last fall Chicago went to 
Philadelphia and played Pennsylvania a 
good game, showing as good football in 
the first half, but being overcome in the 
last half by the superior physical strength 
of the individual Quaker players. 

This’ fall the University of Wisconsin, 
which has for several seasons been either 
champion of the West or a close com- 
petitor for it, plays Yale; Michigan plays 
Pennsylvania; and Chicago plays Pennsyl- 
vania.

CONDITIONS OF CUP RACES 


RULES WHICH WILL GOVERN CO 
BIA-SHAMROCK CONTESTS. 


| Three Out of Five Victories Are Neces- 
sary to Gecure the Coveted Trophy—. 


Two Courses Will Be Sailed, One Be- 


ing Fifteen Miles to Windward or 


Leeward and Return, According to 
Weather Conditions, and the Other 
Will Be Triangular, Tem Miles on 


Each Side. 
There have been a great many queries 
recently as to the conditions under which 
the races for the America cup are to 
be sailed. Even the sailing dates are a 
puzzie to the majority of the public, and 
the course over which the races between 
Columbia and Shamrock are to be sailed 
are matters unknown to @ great many. 

Three out of five races must be won to 
win the cup. The first race in which the 
challenger and defender meet will be sailed 
on Tuesday, Oét. 3. The course on that 
day will be @fteen nautical miles to the 
windward and return, or the same distance 
to leeward and return—according to the 
weather conditions for that day. The next 
race will be on Saturday, Oct. 7, and will 
be a triangular event, each leg of which 
will be ten nautical miles in length. This 
will give the boats every test as to their 
sailing qualities, both with the wind.and 
in beating up into the wind, together with a 
possible broad reach. ' ; | 

The other races will follow on Tuesday 
and Saturday, uniess, In the opinion of the 
Regatta committee, the weather is not suit- 
able for racing. In this case the event will 
be sailed the next day. Each the fol- 
lowing races will be over the same courses, 
alternating the triangular and the windward 
and return course. . 

The courses will be located off the Jer- 
sey coast, and each race will start and 
finish at the Sandy Hook lightship, as have 
the majority of the races heretofore. 

The races will be sailed under the rules of 
the New York Yacht club, whose rules also 
govern the system of measurement and time 
allowances. The measuring rules are as fol- 
lows: 

The competing yachts shall be measured 
with all of the weights, dead and alive, on 
board, which they intend to carry in a 


race. | 

The restrictions as to the crew is as fol- 
lows: There shall not be on board dur- 
ing a race all told more than three per- 
sons for every five feet of racing length or 
fraction thereof. This will give each yacht 
a crew of sixty-five men, which is somewhat 
larger than Defender’s racing crew of "95, 
which consisted of forty-nine men and one 
woman, making fifty inall. The woman was 
Mrs. Iselin, the wife of the Commodore. 

In case waste or water tanks are car- 
ried they must be filled at the time of 
measurement. The club rules regarding 
floors, doors, and bulkheads have been 
waived. 

There is also another ruling which af- 
fects the yachts during the races andJjs as 
follows: 

If either yacht increases its load water 
line length by altering in rigging, shifting 
of ballast, and immersion by dead weight, or 
in any way increases its spar measure- 
ments as taken before the contests by the 
official measurer, an appointment for re- 
measurement must be made befere the yacht 


can sail in the next contest. 


CHICAGO’S YACHTING SEASON. 


Local Clubs Experience the Best Year 


Since Regattas Have Been 
Held on the Lakes. 


= 


With the exception of a few match races 
the yachting season, so far as Chicago is 
concerned, is practically at an end, and 
from now on nothing but the plans for next 
season will occupy the attention of the 
local yachtsmen. 

The last season has been one of the most 
remarkable and successful yachtsmen in 
Chicago have ever experienced, and there 
is every indication that the sport has at 
last ‘secured a firm hold on the people of 
the city who can afford to spend time to sail. 
The international races for the America’s 
Cup, to be sailed next month, and the Can- 
ada Cup races last month have had much 
to do with increasing the interest in the 
sport. 

More yachts have been built and more 
competition has resulted than ever before. 
Hundreds of members have been added to 
the two larger down-town yacht clubs, and 
the organization of adhird clulg the Jackson 
Park Yacht club, has been brought about. 

The trial races to determine the United 
States representative in the Canada Cup 
races, resulting in the selection of the cen- 
terboard yacht Genesee of the Rochester 
Yacht club, which worr the cup from Beaver, 
was the leading feature of the yacht racing 
during the summer. Chicagoans built sev- 
eral challengers, and all styles of boats 
except centerboardérs were tried. Josephine, 
Briar, Prairie, Veva, and Bald Eagle raced 
with Genesee, but they were outclassed by 
the centerboarder: Consequéntly, there is 
much talk of trying that style of boat on 
Lake Michigan next year. 

The new boats which competed for Chi- 
cago have made. valuable additions to the 
Chicago Yacht club fleet. Next year, when 


the club hopes to entertain the Royal Ca-. 


nadian Yacht club, there ts every indication 
ae fleet which will surpass any on the great 
lakes. 

Plans for the international event are al- 
ready under way. It is expected that by the 
middle of the winter arrangements will be 
under way not only for the building of cup 
defenders, ‘but also for a new clubhouse, 
which the Chicago Yacht club Intends to 
erect somewhere in the neighborhood of 
Twelfth street. 

Several large steam yachts are to be added 
to the Chicago fleet. Plans have also been 
made by several of the members to turn out 
a number of cruising yachts, which will be 
used in making long trips around the lakes. 

The Columbia Yacht club has led the way 
in securing a new home and has forsaken 
the old scow which held its floating club- 
house. Legal troubles have interfered with 
the construction of the new home of the 
club, which, when completed, will be one 
of the handsomest structures of its kind on 
the lake. 

The Columbia club also has made numer- 
ous additions tg its fleet recently, and the 
members have Been largely instrumental] in 
building and developing the smaller type of 
boats. Several of the “‘ Lark boat” class 
have been raced during the summer, and the 
results have been so successful the builders 
of that type of boat at Racine and Wau- 
kegan have been overrun with orders from 


Chicago people. 


The Columbia club’s Saturday races have 
been the most interesting events on the 
lake during the summer, and In nearly all 
the yachts have had opportunity to display 
their sailing abilities. The frequent changes 
in Chicago’s weather conditions have made it 
possible for almost any style of boat to 
win at some time. 

The Jackson Park Yacht club, the latest 
club to join the ranks, will enter the field 
next year with a large membership and a 
fast little fleet. Although its organization 
was not completed until late this season it 
yachts on 6 6a ready cope with 
any of clubs. 

Many of the Chicago yachts 
long cruises during the summer. Parhenaun 
the steam yacht of Commodore Morgan of 
the Chicago Yacht club, went through the 
lakes to the Thousand Isles.

GOSSIP OF BOOK WORLD. 


L. 8. BLOCH’s “ THE FUTURE OF WAR” 
BE ISSUED IN AMERICA. 


Writer tn an Interview with W. T. 
Stead, Who Furnishes an Introduc- 
tion, Holds That Modern Inventions 
in Ammunition and Explosives Make 
Armed Strife on a Large Scale Im- 
poseible—Arthur Morrison’s Latest 
Werk Is “To London Town.” 


N view of the war clouds in different 
parts of the world Mr. I. 8S. Block's 
book on “The Future of War,” which 
will be published at once by the Double- 
day & McClure company, is likely to 
have many interested readers. It would 
seern as if war was decidedly a thing of the 
eee future, but Mr. Bloch thinks that it is 
not. 
- There is a long preface contributed to this 
book by Mr. W. T. Stead, who begins by 
telling us that Mr. Bloch is a well known 
banker of Warsaw, who several years ago 
forsook finance to devote himself to the 
study of the future of war from a political 
economical standpoint. Eight years he de- 
voted to the special study of which his work 
is the monument. It was published in Rus- 
sia two years ago, and has since been pub- 
lished in Germany and France. 

In the course of a conversation with Mr. 
Stead Mr. Bloch stated that war ‘‘ has at 
last become impossible.” 

This seemed to Mr. Stead to be good news, 
though somewhat of a paradox, for he re- 
minded Mr. Bloch that only last year we 
had the Spanish-American war, and a year 
before the war between Turkey and Greece. 

replied Mr. Bloch, with vivacity, ‘I 
don't speak of such wars. It is not to such fron- 
tier brawls or punitive operations such as you in 
England are perpetually engaging in on the fron- 
tiers of your extended empire that I refer when 
I say that war has become impossibie. The war 
of the future, the war which has become impos- 
sible, is the war that has haunted the imagination 
of mankind for the last thirty years, the war in 
which great nations armed to the teeth were to 
fling themselves with all their resources into a 
struggle for life and death. This is the war that 


every becomes more and more impossible."’ 


Mr. Bloch’s Argument. 

Of course Mr. Bloch Is too serious-minded 
to make statements such as these without 
having studied his subject carefully. His 
argument, as given in an interview with 
Mr. Stead, is: 

‘*The introduction of the needle gun and of 
breech-loading cannon may be said to mark the 
dawn of the new era, which, however, was not 
definitely established amongst us until the inven- 
tion of the magazine rifie of small caliber. The 
magazine rifle may also be mentioned as an illus- 
tration of the improved deadliness of firearms; 
but, as your experience at Omdurman showed, the 
@eciding factor was not the Maxim but the mag- 
azine rifie."’ 

** Do you not exaggerate the importance of mere 
rapidity of fire?’’ 

‘'No,”’ said M. Bloch; “ rapidity of fire does 
not stand alone. The modern riffle is not only a 
much more rapid firer than its predecessors, but 
it has also an immensely wider range and far

M. Bloch’s book is more or less technical. 
It is full of statistics, diagrams, and maps, 
and is from first to last-a scientific argu:

‘Arthur Morrison’s New Book. 


I have before me the advance sheets of 
“To London Town,” by Arthur Morrison, 
which Herbert 8. Stone & Co. are about to 
publish.

 UNIUS BRUTUS 
BOOTH. was an Eng- 
lishman born, and 
for nearly ten years 
an English actor,but 
two continents re- 
gard him today as an 
American.

In 1817 Booth made his appearance in 
London.

The sim- 
ilarity of his physical appearance to Ed- 
mund.Kean, which.is said to have been 
remarkable, became at once a subject of 
comment. He was accused of aping Kean, 
moreover, in his interpretation of the char- 


acter. 


The introduction was unfortunate, though 
the genius of the actor was instantly ad- 
mitted. ‘Kean was no scrupulous creature, 


and, when he found his prestige threatened, 


he took steps to ruin hisrival.

The elder Booth was a lovable, uncertain 
man, reverenced by playgoers, but the bane 
of managers, who never could be sure that 
he would appear in accord with his con- 
tract.

The handsome, debonair foreign- 


er conquered the town. He bowled over tra- . 
dition at every step. From Shakspeare he 


went to melodrama.

In 1863 Fechter, in conjunction with Kate 
Terry, the most talented: actress of the 
time, took upon himself the management 
of Sir Henry Irving’s present theater, the 


Lyceum, and it was there that he carried 


out the stage reforms which won him the 


title, *“‘ The Luther of the English Stage.” 


He did away with the ancient grooves and 
shaky trapdoors, constructing the flooring 
so that it could be taken to pieces like a 
puzzle. Under his improvements cellings 
ceased to be represented by hanging cloths 


or the walls of a room by open wings, but 


were solidly built. The glaring “ floats” 


which used to make hideous lights on the 


faces of the players were sunk and subdued. 
Set scene was made to follow set scene with 
a rapidity regarded then as marvelous. 

A companion imhovator with Fechter was 
Dion Boucicault, whose realm was equally 
the stage and the drama itself. In 1842 he 
had produced an immensely popular com-. 
edy, ‘“‘London Assurance,” | but it was in 
1860 that he produced his great Irish play, 
“The Colleen Bawn,"’ one of the distinctive 
Plays of the century.

In a general way the Italian stage has 
been parallel with that of France. Austria 
and Germany, with their subsidized play- 
houses, have followed also a common path, 
one, it must be confessed, that has not in- 
fluenced the Anglo-Saxon drama to any 
marked extent. Augustin Daly went to the 
German to secure many of the farces he 
adapted, but his example has not had many 
followers. The difference between American 
and English theaters and German and Aus- 
trian theaters is the difference between in- 
dependent enterprises and those restricted 
by state control.

Barber of Seville "” of Ros- 
gini, and observe us as we patronizingly ad- 
mit that they are “not ‘entirely without 
merit,” that is, if we don’t characterize them 
at once as trash.

} from him that in his estimation the 
“ Blue ‘Danube ” is as perfect in its way as 
is the C minor of Beethoven among sym- 
phonies; and realize that he believes that

- From one who has devoted years of earnest 
study to the understanding of music such 
/ staternents should open our eyes to the fact 
that the “great” quality in a composition 
does not dépend on the largeness of the 
form in which it is written, that a waltz ora 
ballad may be in every way as perfect a 
masterpiece as may a symphony or a music 
drama, and that there is no one schoo! of 
music that contains all the truly “ great” 
_¢ Works, . And.our eyes being thus opened, per- 
haps we may come to see that a person who 
asks that music shall entertain instead of 
Dore him is not confessing to a low state 
*Of music culture, but is asking of the art 
only what the art can give, and give abun- 
dantly,-were its disciples desirous of pleasing 
their hearers rather than of satisfying their 
own predilections. 
Musicians are constantly accused of being 
unbusiness-like, and perhaps by-nothing in. 
their work is this accusation more strong- 
ly- justified than by the absolute disregard 
they show for’ what their auditors like or 
dislike. Few players or singers, when mak- 
ing up a program, ever stop to ask them- 
selves: “ Would my hearers care for this 
selection or would they prefer that?’’ The 
only questions asked are: “In what pieces 
can I appear to best advantage: and what 
selections will look most important on the 
program?” The merchant who offered his 
customers goods only in the colors and pat- 
terns he preferred, or, because they looked 
finer than those his rival across the street 
displayed, would be liable to find his cus- 
*. tomers turning to those shops where wares 
such as they wanted were obtainable. To 
‘say that art and dry- goods are two ex- 
tremely different things is to say the truth, 
but the laws of supply and demand that gov- 
_@yn public sale are the same for art that 
4 they are for dry goods, and he who would 
b: win public patronage for his music wares 
must offer, at least in part, that which the 
public desires, just as surely as the mer- 
nt who would succeed must bring ‘for- 
. ward the fabrics his customers prefer. That 
performer when planning a ‘program 
should choose those compositions in which 
he appears to best advantage is but natural, 
and sucha choice is in certain respects en- 
tirely proper, since any selection the artist 
gives with the consciousness that he is not 
doing his best in it will be badly given. But 
to make the entire program of such compo- 
sitions is frequently to arrange a list of 
works which appeal to the player or the 
singer because of the technical difficulties 
— they offer for his overcoming or the mu- 
a sical intricacies they contain for his un- 
3 raveling, but which give little of enjoy- 


: ment to. the hearer who is interested tn the 

oo composition not as a specimen of skillful 
workmanship but simply as a piece of mu- 
sic intended to rouse his emotions or grat- 
A. ify his ésthetic sense. The performer sees 
 & the means and is interested; the auditor 
. — only the result, and oftentimes is 


“ But,” says the artist, “I work for art, 
not for public approval, and I, who devote 
myself to music, am able to judge better 

| as to what is good and what is not than is 

s the public.” True, but if the public fails 
to accord you patronage, have you, who sat- 
isfy only yourself and give no considera- 

tion to what the public desires, any tena- 
ble for complaint on the score of 

“ injustice," “lack of appreciation,” and 
the numerous other charges made against 
the dear, patient ‘animal you so boldly dis- 
regard? And in reality is not the “ ad- 
vancement of art,” about which so much is 
prated, actually prevented more by these 

“ workers for art ”’ than by any other class? 
Do not the heavy programs they arrange 
result in 80 tiring the anditor that he comes 

to shun not.only the concerts they give but 

to dislike all music? “ Classical music”

- HIS NAVAL CAREER BEGINS. 


It was while at Norwich that Dewey's 
future career was determined. One of his 
chums was George B. Spalding, who con- 
fided to Dewey his ambition to enter the 
navy. Dewey had long since decided to be 
@ fighter for his country, but up to that time 
had rather inclined towards a military ca- 
reer, probably on account of the interest he 
took in the military work at the university. 
But in discussing plans with young Spalding 
he declared that he would as soon go to An- 
napolis as West Point. It was simply a ques- 
tion of getting the appointment. Spalding, 
who enjoyed an acquaintance with Senator 
Foote of Vermont, thought he cowld arrange 
it for both of them. In a short time he se- 


cured the regular appointment to Annapolis 


for himself, and that of alternate for 
Dewey. The latter’s father was deeply op- 
posed to George entering the navy, but the 
boy was so earnest in the matter that the 


doctor yielded and permitted him to stand 
for the examination. 


Authorities differ as to how Spalding came 


to give up his naval career. Some say that

Farragut was silent for 
several seconds, then, clearing his throat, 
he said: 

“Why, sir, you can’t help it, sir; it’s 
human nature.” 

During a naval engagement on the lower 
Mississippi, in which the sidewheeler. of 
that name took a prominent part, the Con- 
federate ram Manassas ran amuck through 
the federal fleet and aimed a blow amid. 
ships of the sloop. The latter sheered off, 
however, and received only a glancing blow 
and as the ram passed it poured a broad- 
side on the deck of the Manassas. This 
was the death blow to the ram. Dewey 


Fisher objected to being held up, and recog- 


nizing that it would be madness to fight, he 
took the alternative of flight. As he started 
for cover one of the guerrillas grabbed him 
by the coattails. There was a short, sharp 
struggle, Fisher slipped out of his coat, 
gained the cover of the brush, though pur- 
sued by several pistol balls, and escaped. 
When ‘he reached a place of safety he re- 
membered for the first time that Dewey's 
$400 was in the pocket of his coat. He also 
remembered that his own money was in the 


same place, but he did not go back for it 
And so it happened that Dewey’s first sav- 


ings were never invested where they would 
do him much good, 

Later Dewey was trartsferred to the steam 
frigate Colorado and on board that ship par- 
ticipated in the famous attack on and cap- 
ture of Fort Fisher. Of this engagement Ad- 
miral Porter wrote: ‘“‘No vessel in the 


squadron was so much cut up as the Colo-. 


rado. For some reason the rebels selected 
it for a target.’’ On the Colorado three were 
killed, fourteen wounded; and twenty-two 
missing. 
‘On March 38, 1865, Dewey was made a 
Lieutenant Commander and assigned. to 
duty on the famous old slobp Keagearge 
soon after its victory over the Alabama.

The incident created coniderable excite< 
ment in the United States, and for a time 
war with Spain wasimminent.
